“ In this hou r,” writes a war-stu dent, “let u s reflect that the Ru ssian 
blow in the east saved Paris in Au gu st and September, 19 14, and that 
again in 19 16 her solid strength helped u s win at Verdu n. 
Five millions 
of her men are dead. 
Ru ssia is ragged, war-wearied, groping her way 
and stu mbling. 
For her, in her season of failu re, let u s in America have 
nothing bu t sympathy, with a helping hand extended whenever she is ready 


to grasp it,” 
That makes a fitting ‘‘In Memoriam” for Ru ssia. 
She might have 
emerged from the war great, free and respected by the world if she had 
kept u p the stru ggle a little longer instead of laying down her arms on 
the eve of victory. 
She might have played a far more gloriou s p art in 
saving civilization and making su re the triu mph of democracy. 
Bu t we 
can hardly blame the ignorant and long-su ffering masses of Ru ssia for 
the choice they have made— or rather, for the choice that has been made 
for them. 
The cowardice and the crime are attribu table to the bolsheviki 
leaders who, clothed with brief bu t perilou s au thority, have presu med to 


speak for them. 
The Ru ssians will long ru e the error into which they have been led. 
They mu st now drag throu gh a long era of political chaos before they can 
complete their revolu tion and emerge as a competent democracy. 
They 
might have evolved with u nparalleled rapidity if they had remained tru e 
to their allies and accepted the co-operation w-e offered them. 
Now their 
development and safety will be continu ally menaced and thw arted by the 
Pru ssian peril at their door and within their very hou sehold. 
Ru ssia as a world-power is dead, possibly never to be revived. 
Many 
little Ru ssias may emerge if fortu ne aids them, bu t the p resent ou tlook 
offers little on which to base a cheerfu l prophecy. 
We can o nly , in ju stice, remember the Ru ssia that fou ght the good 
fight befo re we ou rselves entered the stru ggle. 
We can only hope for 
the Russia that might be if the geniu s of the Ru ssian people were given 
a free field to dev elo p itself. 
And as the world’s foremost democracy, we 
can still try to help the Ru ssians as they stru ggle blindly for ideals that 
we have already realized.

Really Sav ing Fo o d 
We have really su cceeded, these last few' months, In ou r national food- 
saving campaign. Sir William Goode of the British food ministry recently 
told a British au dience some things abou t it which we ou rselves did not 


know. 
He spoke with appreciation of "the amazing way in which the energies 
and sentiments of the American people have been harnessed to a great 
national movement of organized self-sacrifice, so th at the allies can have 
enou gh food to carry on.” 
Some cynical Britishers, he said, had pronou nced it "ridicu lou s to 
imagine that the American people, living in the midst of plenty, wou ld 
make su ch sacrifices as these for the sake of their allies tho .sar Is of miles 
away .” Bu t he rou ted the cynics with this statem ent: 
“ Early this month we received from Hoover a cablegram saying lie 
fou nd that as a resu lt of the American conservation campaign he had 150,- 
000,000 pou nds of bacon and 25,000,000 pou nds of frozen meat more than 
the British representative in the United States had estimated as likely to 
be available. 
“ His offer was so u nexpected that we had to hu stle to get the finance 
and shipping for this windfall. 
Later on it tu rned ou t that the amou nt 
of frozen meat available was thou sands of tons above the Hoover estimate. 
Except for the holdu p of shipping in American ports, du e to congestion on 
the railways and blizzards, ou r bacon and meat shortage wou ld long since 


tons. 
C. G. Yale, of the U. S. Geological Su rvey, becomes interested, and 
he estimates the California produ ction in 19 17 at 2 1 5 ,0 0 0 
tons. 
This and 
the qu antity produ ced in the recently discovered field 
in Stevens cou nty, 
Wash., estimated by R. W. Stone, of the Geological Su rvey, at close to 100,- 
000 tons, makes an ou tpu t for 19 17 of abou t 315,000 to ns, or 15,000 more 
than the normal domestic demand. 
Now they say 
that hereafter we will 
have a su rplu s for ou r allies. 
And we were told,all 
the while we cou ld not 
produ ce it, bu t mu st depend on Eu rope. 
Well, the war gave u s the oppor­ 
tu nity to prove the fallacy of that contention.

That this loss may be the beginning of the more extensive interference 
with the transp ortation of American troops abroad and may be the opening 
casu alty of the U-boat offensive against ou r transp orts, is a fact to be con­ 
sidered. 
Dispatches some time ago intimated that German su bmarines 
were being refitted for a drive against the American army. 
If this is tru e 
ou r largest losses may be still ahead of u s, bu t so far the nation shou ld 
he thankfu l that no greater casu alties have been su stained throu gh the 
transp ortation of the troops across the “su b” infested sea. 
No one wou ld deny the import of a single death to the bereaved rela­ 
tives and to the two states which seemed to have su ffered most.

Petrograd, Feb. 19 .—Kiev , one of the 
p rincip al cities of the Ukraine, was 
cap tured by the bolshev iki on Febru­ 
ary 8, after sanguinary fighting. 
The casualties w’ere estimated at 
4 ,000 killed and 7 ,000 wounded. 
While the fighting was at its height 
on Thursday the city was bombarded 
by bolshev ik agitators.

Girls who hav e tried their hand at 
farming, flagging trains, ticket selling, 
munition making and a score of other 
jobs for which there is shortage of 
men in these busy war times hav e now 
broken into the glass industry . 
For the first time In South Jersey , 
where glass factories hav e flourished 
for more than a century , women and 
girls are being emp loy ed !u this sea­ 
son’s fire. 
One of the big comp anies 
at Bridgeton, N. J., was the first com­ 
p any to emp loy girls on an ex tended 
scale in its warehouse; now they are 
being emp loy ed at other big glass fac­ 
tories at Millv ille and Salem. 
Can’t Be Blo wers. 
Glassbiowing is to be reserv ed en­ 
tirely for the men and the automatic 
machines. 
Women are barred from 
It by rules of the Glussworkers’ union, 
besides sev eral y ears of ap p rentice­ 
ship and considerable skill are re­ 
quired to make ex p ert glassblowers. 
Union men say that if a woman ev en 
set foot on a blower’s bench in any of 
the factories of this region it would 
doubtless cause a general strike. 
Women and girls, howev er, are not 
p rev ented by rules or lack of ex p eri­ 
ence from taking the jobs formerly 
held by the boy s who snap -up and 
carry -in the bottles as they come from 
the blowers’ molds. 
They also p rind 
and p olish the bottles. 
Both white 
and colored girls are emp loy ed. 
William Waddington, sup erintendent 
of the Bridgeton p lant, say s his com­ 
p any now emp loy s 28 girls. Those on 
the day run work 8 ^ hours a day and

“ ‘I hear y ou are going back to Amer­ 
ica. 
I hop e y ou will return soon. 
Things will be all ov er in a little 
while. 
Germany will hav e won. 
The 
statements made In America regard- 
ing the transp ortation of troop s are, 
I am assured by generals, out of all 
p rop ortion. 
Up to the p resent time 
our U-boats hav e been so successful 
in sinking United States transp orts 
that the American army in France 
does not number more than 30,000 
men.’ ” 
Doctor Dav is declared that Germany 
did not launch the war p rimarily for [ 
p urp oses of conquest, but to p ut down 
the socialist mov ement, which was, 
threatening Prussian military p ower. 
He said he had this Information from 
gov ernment officials. 
Famine conditions p rev ail through-( 
out Germany , according to Mrs. Clara 
Steinberger, who, accomp anied by her 
son, returned after three y ears 
in 
Berlin. 
Mrs. Stelnberger’s home is in 
San Francisco.

Washington, Feb. 19 .—Planting* of 
an Increased acreage to sp ring wheat 
and the p roduction of an increased 
sup p ly of other food p roducts and of 
liv e stock, esp ecially hogs, is recom­ 
mended in a sup p lementary f« >od p ro­ 
duction p rogram Issued by the dep art­ 
ment of agriculture. 
It re-emp hasizes and amp lifies the 
p rogram for 19 18 issued by the de­ 
p artment last August, and later sug­ 
gestions regarding Increased p ork p ro­ 
duction and increased p roduction of 
foodstuffs in the South. 
“Notwithstanding an increased p ro­ 
duction of stap le crop s In the United 
States in 19 17, there is need for more 
food,” the statem ent say s.
